The  Student  Council  was  reinstated  in  the  Fort  Collins  High  School 
in  the  school  year  of  1928  and  1929  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  students 
a  voice  in  the  school  government. 

One  representative  and  one  alternate  are  chosen  by  the  members  of 
each  home  room  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year ;  and  either  the  repre¬ 
sentative  or  the  alternate  must  be  present  at  the  meetings  which  are  held 
on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month.

To  stimulate  student  interest  in  Chemistry,  to  increase  scientific 
knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  group,  to  increase  the  public  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  interest  in  Chemistry,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  school 
are  the  purposes  of  the  “Benzene  Ring”  as  stated  in  its  constitution. 

The  “Benzene  Ring”  was  organized  on  March  3,  1929  by  Mr.  Farnham, 
the  Chemistry  instructor.  Eligibility  in  the  club  depends  on  the  scholar¬ 
ship  of  the  pupil.  All  pupils  whose  names  have  appeared  on  the  Chemistry 
Honor  Roll  this  year  are  eligible  for  membership.  The  standard  grade  for 
the  Honor  Roll  is  eighty-eight.

NATIONAL  HONOR  SOCIETY 

Thirteen  Seniors  and  nine  Juniors  were  selected  this  year  as  members 
of  the  National  Honor  Society.  Ruth  Schureman,  Beth  Mitton  and  Phyllis 
Hunter  were  chosen  last  year  from  the  Junior  class.  Selection  is  made  on 
the  basis  of  Character,  Service,  Leadership  and  Scholarship.

COMMERCIAL  TEAM 

For  the  purpose  of  stimulating  interest  in  commercial  subjects,  State 
Commercial  Contests  were  started  by  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Gree¬ 
ley,  Colorado  in  1921,  and  have  been  an  annual  event  since  that  time. 

Contests  are  held  in:  Commercial  Law,  Rapid  Calculation,  Typing  I 
and  II;  Shorthand  I  and  II;  Bookkeeping  I  and  II;  Spelling;  and  Penman¬ 
ship.  Any  school  that  teaches  commercial  subjects  may  send  two  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  enter  the  contests  in  each  subject. 

Preliminary  class  room  contests  are  held  in  April  preceding  the  State 
Contest.  All  schools  planning  to  enter  the  State  Contests  give  these  class 
room  contests ;  and  the  two  pupils  receiving  the  highest  scores  in  each  com¬ 
mercial  subject  are  the  school’s  representatives.  Representatives  from  a 
great  many  schools  of  the  state  assemble  at  Greeley  where  they  enter  the 
State  Contest.  The  person  receiving  the  highest  score  at  Greeley  wins 
the  contest  in  that  subject  for  his  school,  and  is  given  a  silver  loving  cup 
which  is  held  permanently  by  the  school  if  it  wins  it  three  years  in  succes¬ 
sion. 

This  year,  the  Fort  Collins  Senior  High  School  sent  sixteen  represen¬ 
tatives  to  the  State  Contest.  Grace  Henderson  won  first  place  in  Typing  H ; 
Alfred  Westfall,  second  place  in  Rapid  Calculation;  Mildred  Jensen,  sec¬ 
ond  place  in  Penmanship ;  Frances  Lacey,  third  place  in  Typing  I ;  Mar¬ 
jorie  Wilcox,  third  place  in  Shorthand  H;  and  Elizabeth  Bock,  third  place 
in  Bookkeeping  I.

However,  the  Lambkins  must 
have  made  a  misstep  for  they  came  back  to  extinguish  Eaton’s  hopes  67-7.

As  a  fitting  ending  to  a  glorious 
season,  the  Lambkins  ran  wild  in  downing  Sheridan,  Wyoming  State 
Champs,  69-14  in  a  great  football  classic  held  in  the  Denver  University 
Stadium  on  New  Year’s  Day, 

The  1930  season  was  not  only  a  success  in  games  won  and  football  dis¬ 
played,  but  it  likewise  carried  with  it  a  greater  success  in  the  spirit  of 
teamwork,  and  coordination ;  things  which  will  always  be  a  part  of  the  in¬ 
dividuals  making  up  the  Lambkin  football  team  for  1930.
